Some way will be found to cool 
the interior of buildings by a method 
not too expensive for persons of moder¬ 
ate means. Out-of-doors, of course, the 
King of Day will rule as he does now. 

Better proof of the fact that the peo¬ 
ple axe drifting away from pills and 
litigation could uot be furnished than 
is presented by the remarkable growth 
of technical education in the United 
I States. Time was when the surplus 
* proceeds of the farm were devoted to 
educating the farmer's son in law or iu 
medicine. The farmer did uot want his 
sou to be a tiller of the soil or a me¬ 
chanic. He must be a lawyer or a doc¬ 
tor; once in a great while he was edu¬ 
cated for the ministry. These stood out 
In the farmer’s mind as the highways 
to the loftiest mountain tops of human 
ambition. But our wonderful industrial 
development has wrought a great 
change iu educational Ideas. Even the 
public schools are endeavoring iu their 
limited way to meet the public de¬ 
mand for au education that trains the 
hand as well as the mlinl, and which 
lays the foundation for mechanical 
and scientific pursuits. Realizing that 
-.he “polite professions” are unprofit¬ 
able and overclouded, young men are 
now shaping their eduention with a 
view to becoming electrical and mining 
engineers. It Is only since the war 
that technical education—the applica¬ 
tion of the sciences to the needs of mail 
—has had any marked development. 
The drift to electrical engineering, in 
fact, dates back only as far as the first 
successful Inventions in electric motive 
and lighting power, which have com¬ 
pletely revolutionized the systems of 
transportation and Illumination. There 
are now sixty-four technical colleges In 
tills country, all but four of which have 
been founded since the civil war. There 
are eighty-nine institutions, however, 
that give instruction in the different 
brunches of engineering. In a recent 
address before the Society for the Pro¬ 
motion of Engineering Education In 
New York Prof. Ira O. Baker, of the 
University of Illinois gave a table 
showing tlie courses of Instruction and 
number of students In these eighty- 
nine institutions, which was ns follows:

The commercial 
conquest of the world by this nation 
must come largely through the work of 
flu* engineer. Tin* field for technical 
education therefore grows larger ami 
more attractive each year.

RICH IN ARCH/EOLOGICAL RUINS 

lierlin Scientist Makes Important Dis¬ 
covery oil a Pacific IslunJ. 

Prof. Alleson, of tlie Berlin Geo¬ 
graphical Society, has made some re¬ 
markable discoveries iu Dawson's Isl¬ 
and, a lone island in tlie Pacific, it is. 
in* says, one of tlie most wonderful 
places ever visited by man. Stretched 
out before us was a broad tableland, 
probably three miles in extent and ut¬ 
terly devoid of vegetation. For tbe 
most part it was as smooth and fiat as 
if leveled by the hand of man, aud upon 
it were strewn masses of wonderful 
ruins iu all stages of decay. Here were 
the remains of buildings that had prob¬ 
ably once been well-formed structures, 
aud the last crumbling remains of 
walls of which only a few feet now re-, 
lnained standing. Far iu the distance 
rose a huge pile that crowned the ex¬ 
treme edge of the plateau and looked 
majestically out over a deep volcanic 
ravine that extended for hundreds of 
feet below. Around this on all sides 
could be seen the ruins of structures in 
the last crumbling stages of decay. 

The natives took us around to the 
side of a mountain, where they said the. 
workshops of this long dead people had 
been located. This side of the moun¬ 
tain was of hard volcanic rock, which 
rose in a series of ledges of from ten 
to fifteen yards each to a peak several 
thousand %eet high. Upon each ledge 
was a number of gigantic stone heads. 
Some were cut off at the neck, while 
in others the whole bust was shown. 
They ranged in size from ten to thirty 
feet high and were .hewn out of solid 
volcanic rock. Some of the intuges were 
standing erect; others thrown down 
upon curious platforms, that looked as 
if they had been specially constructed 
to hold them, aud upon which they 
probably hud once stood. Others again 
were broken, aud some had tottered so 
far over that they seemed ready to 
crash down upon those below. All the 
faces bore a striking resemblance and 
the expression was most sinister. In 
each cuse tin* head was long, with pro¬ 
truding chin and expanded nostrils, and 
all of them appeared to he the faces of 
men. Tlie whole place is full of the 
most remarkable archaeological re¬ 
mains.—Newcastle Leader.

transparent than tlie rest of the lens,

Very few stamps will reveal a 
water mark when held to the light, but 
a simple way to detect them is to pro¬ 
cure au old “tintype” picture. Lay 
the stamp upon the back of it, face 
down, and drop upon the stamp a few 
drops of gasoline. The water mark, if 
tin* stamp contains one will be readily 
discernible.

Its Use May Eventually Put an Eud 
to Great Coufiaxrations. 

Our great commercial growth re¬ 
quires Improved aud commeusurate fa 
eilities for tire protection. Electricity 
has been tbe means to meet the in 
creased demands of lighting and of dis¬ 
infecting on a large scale, of supplying 
the demands for power for transporta 
tion purposes throughout a large me 
tropolls; of curing diseases and pro¬ 
longing life, aud it will yet be the 
agent used in preventing eonflagratkms 
aud subduing them when once under 
full headway. 

The applications of this subtle agent 
have become so universal that we feel 
safe Iu even this prediction, for here, 
as probably in all other uses, it will 
find Its greatest utility from tbe ease 
in which its qualities may be brought 
Into service from far distant points, us 
well as for Its other wonderful quality 
of being spontaneous in the manifesta¬ 
tion of its effects. These two inherent 
qualities above all others make It better 
adapted to modern uses, aud. speaking 
iu general terms, as being superior to 
our present comparatively slow and in¬ 
effective means of fighting great tires, 
Tbe Hoboken conflagration presented 
tbe lamentable spectacle of a large 
amount of highly combustible material 
of great value, closely surrounded ou 
nearly all sides with water, in fact an 
ocean to draw from, but scarcely au 
effective drop to be utilized in time, 
that is, when most needed, at tin* com¬ 
mencement. 

Tlie old idea of transporting heavy in¬ 
struments over distances that take up 
precious time, to be used for fighting 
conflagrations, appears to us ridiculous, 
when by quickly turning an electric 
switch there was to In* had enough 
electric power on tup in Hoboken to 
have almost washed instantly into tlie 
river tin* burning piers with their eon- 
tents and superstructures, even if only 
utilized from the vantage ground of the 
adjoining piers. 

That Is why we say that electricity, 
instantaneous in its operation, capable 
of transmitting great power effectively 
over long distances, will eventually lie 
universally used for fighting fires.— 
Electricity. 

Facts About lied Hair. 

Au eminent lunti of science has re¬ 
cently declared that red-haired people 
are far less apt to go bald than those 
with other colored hair. The average 
crop ou tlie head of a red-haired per¬ 
son is only 29,200 hairs.
